In 1962, the great, pianist, composer and orchestra Duke Ellington re- 
leased an album with bassist Charlie Mingus and drummer Max Roach, called 
“Money Jungle,” Last week, Ellington became the first African-American to 
appear on an American coin. 

The Duke, who was born Edward Kennedy Ellington in Washington, D.C., 
will have his image embossed on a commemorative quarter as part of the U.S. 
Mint’s line of state-themed quarters. The coin will be introduced at the Smith- 
sonian’s National Museum of American History. 
$ To achieve the honor, Ellington, with the vote of D.C. residents, bested such 
“| African-American greats as abolitionist/statesman Frederick Douglass and as- 
" tronomer/inventor Benjamin Banneker. 

According to the U.S, Mint, the commemorative coin will include the worlds “justice for all,” after 
the mint rejected the tag “taxation without representation” that would have been in keeping with the issue 
about the district’s lack of voting representation in Congress. 

During his long and distinguished career, Ellington was the recipient of numerous awards, includ- 
ing 13 Grammys and recognition on so many national and international jazz polls that he soon lost count. 

He earned the sobriquet “Duke” because of his debonair and elegant style that characterized every- 
thing about him. Ellington died at 75 in 1974, 

Among his more than 3,000 songs, “Take the A Train,” composed by his partner, Billy Strayhorn, is 
arguably the most requested.
